Bur 
where he addes,that th2 Primitive Church

after her conſtitution, might be without 

. the Scriptures in a knowne tongue. Bur 

how unadviſed, and unskilftull is he in ſo 

laying? how detraCting from Gods graci- 

ous proyidenee towards his Church -: and 

how partiall on the Clergies part, and a- 

gainſt the Commonalty ot Gods inheri- 

tance ? For the thing then. The old Te- 

ftament was wholy tranſlated by the 70» 
Interpreters, at the inſtance of Ptolemy 

Tofeph Ant. Philadelphus King of Egipt, into Greeke the 
6.12.c.2. mother tongue of the Corinthians; Corinth 
Iren. l.3.c. being in Achaia, and Achats in Greece.: In 
#4-25*s whichthe ſame tongue they had alſo eye- 
ry part of the new Teſtament then writ- 

ten,as the moſt was. VVhich language 

was alſo ſo univerſally known throughout 

the whole world, by reaſon partly of the 

Greeke Monarchy under Alexander , and 

partly of rhie Greeke learning at Athens,as 

that the Apolſtie could wrice his Epiltle in 

Greek to the Romans, though in Europe, 

as underſtanding rhe tongue ſufficiently. 
Beſides,the Cormthians had had Pauls and 

other &politolicall mens preachings, and 

| - _ Colle 
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conferences amonglt them a' long time ,, ; 
Which were uncomparably better then all ; 
the commentaries in the world. And for 
the Corinthians ability for this worke, it 
1s but reaſon we reſpect this Apoltles te- 
ftimony of them,which is,thar they were A 
enriched in all utterance ,andin all knoledge, 
I.Cor.1.4. It which two gifts as the abi-

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einary, for how could all men ſtudy the Scrip- 
trres when they had them not in "bei LR 
tongues ? : 

It were abſurd indeed , if I thoughc, 
that eyery perſon in the Church were to 
prophelie: but why ſhould hee chalendge 
mee,or I purge my ſelfe of this abſurdity? 
whereas the contrary is moſt eyident,both 
inthe words of the queſtion ,, which are, 
#hat others having receined a gifs thereunto, 
may and ought to ſtir up the ſume, and to uſe 
# in the Church ; and eyery where in the 
handliag of it.By all then I means al) that 
Hhaue gitts:and ſo take all for propheſying 
2s largely ( yet in the ſubieQ, according 
to the recelyed rule of expounding the 
notes of univerſality, ) as the other all for 
learniog. His queſtion, if all may prophefte 
who ſhall learne ? is eaſily anſwered. For 
they who propheſie at one time may leara 
at another: Ir is the diſeaſe of the exalted 
Clergy to skorn to learne any thing of 
others then themſclues, and almoſt one of 
another. Where he further ſaith , that all 
ought to haue the gift of hearing, but the like 
#s not propheſying, it is true,and that eyery 

articular perſon in the Church 1s not 
ound to haue yt gift; but if he ſpeak any

The Apoſtle writing to the 
Church of Corinth, y? may all prophefie one 
by one,cannot be underſtood of extraordi-. 
nary Prophets,excepr we cocelue that the

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 Trisa pitteous thing to ſee how M. Yaten

| Jn his firſt Anſwer or rather exception, 
he miſtakes both the ſtate of the queſti- 
on, and alſo the nature of the ordi- 
nance. The queſtion is not of the ſtudy, 
or ability of theſe women ( which yet I 
.think was greater then hee maketh ac- 
count Of ) bur of their forewardneſle to 
teacht, which was Certainely too great. 
And what conſequence is this? The Co- 
rinthian. women, were not ſufficiently 
furniſhed ro teach by 'an ordinary gift, 
therefore they needed nor to bee reltrai- 
ned ſrom teaching, Nay , therefore they 
needed much more ſuch bridle of reſtraint

4, how ſhall 
the Church (which is to chooſe them} 
take knowledge of their ſufficiency, that 
With faith and good conſcience they way 
call them,and ſubmit unto them for their 
guides? If it be ſayd,that upon ſuch occa- 
ſion , triall may be taken of mens gifts: 
he that ſo ſaith, grants the queſtion ; bue 
mult know beſides, firft that mens gifts ] 
and abilities ſhould be knowne 1n ſome 
meaſure,before they be once thought on 
for officers : and ſecondly, that there 1s 2 
none other uſe or triall of gifts (to wit 113 
. and by the Church) but in propheſying: for 
every thing in the Lords houſe is to bee 
performedin ſame ordinance, there 15 no- 
thing thrown about the houſe, or out of 
4 order in it : and other ordinance in the 
7 Church ſauce this of propheſie is there 
"1 none, Wherein men out of office are to 
(4 pray ,and teach, &c. Laſtly, AM. Yates in 
8 denying this liberty, beſides other evils, 
reproveth the practiſe of all reformed 
Churches, and of the Church of England 
with them. lt is not onely permicted as 
Jawfull, bus requied as necellary Where's

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live,that ſuch as haue bent their thoughts 
towards the miniſtery, ſhould before hand 
uſe their gifts publickly in the Church :
